A  high  quality  treated  ^vebbing  harness  far  superior  to  the  product  available 
during  the  last  war  has  been  developed  as  a  war-tiiiie  substitute  for  leather 
harness. 

Production  of  the  nei  harness  is  being  speeded  up  to  .neet  the  needs  for 
the  spring  work  season. 


Harness  Treated  and  Tested 


Unlike  the  product  iiiarketed  during  the  last  ^-ar,  the  new  ^-eb  harness  now 
coming  on  the  m-  rket  has  been  treated  against  ■'.rater,  dry  rot,  acids,  and  ..lildew, 
according  to  specifications  set  uo  by  the  '"'ar  Production  Board.    It  also  meets 
standards,  and  has  passed  tests,  on  stitching,  riveting,  stretch  and  shriiila.ge, 
breaking  strength,  and  metal  tipping  to  prevent  fraying.     The  standards  and  tests 
vrere  worked  out  through  cooperation  bet^/reen  the  'T3  and  the  '\  S.  Bureau  of 
Standards. 

All  metal  parts, such  as  harness  hardware,  rivets  and  eyelets  are  the 
saine  as  on  standard  leather  harness. 

Military  Demands  Force  Change 

■"^ar  ^ood  officials  explain  that  the  resort  to  iveb  harness  is  due  to  the  huge 
military  demands  for  leather.     In  the  face  cf  this  increased  demand,  they  say  there 
probably  will  not  be  enough  leather  stranoing  to  take  care  of  all  minimum  re- 
placement needs  for  the  estiii:;ted  10  .million  head  of  horses  and  mules  actually 
engaged  in  farm  work.
